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MAD MAUPASSANT. 


The Well-Known French Author At- 
tempts His Own Life. 


AFTER SIX UNSUCCESSFUL. PISTOL SHOTS 
HE CUTS HIS THROAT. 


The Injuries Not Fatal—Davitt Scores the 
‘“‘Thunderer’’ Concerning the Dublin 
Castle Explosion—Funeral of Ferdi- 
nand—Solemn Requiem Mass for Dom 
Pédro—From the Kaiser’s Realm. 


Paris, Jan. 4.—M. Henri Rene Albert Guy 
De Maupassant, the well-known French 
author, who is seeking at Cannes to recover 
from the nervous disorders fr®m which he 18 
suffering and which are due to overwork, at- 
tempted to commit suicide last Friday night. 
He got possession ofa revolverand fired six 
shots at his head. Fortunately the members 
of his family had a suspicion that he intended 
to kill himselfand in order to frustrate his 
design they had removed the bullets from 
the cartridges with which the revolver was 
loaded. After M. De Maupassant found that 
he could not destroy himself with the revol- 
ver, be took arazor and cut a gash in his 
throat, but this attempt too failed, and the 
injury he inflicted upon himself was not 
serious. 

It was announced at the beginningof De- 
cember last that M. De Maupassant was suf- 
fering from a disease of the nervous system 
and that he had been ordered by bis physi- 
cians to take a ompiete rest. Rumors were 
circulated that he had become insane, but 
these reports were strenuously denied, it 
being added that they were due tothe jeal- 
ousy of unsuccessful rivals in the field of 
literature. M. De Maupassant, it was ad 
mitted, was somewhat broken down und was 

suffering from nervous exhaustion, but his 
friends claimed that there was no rea son to 
believe that his brain power was in any way 
impaired. . 

M. De Maupassant was born in 1850. Foa 
seven years he studied the art of literature, 
like an apprentice at an ordinary trade, and 
then miss his master, Flaubart, allowed 
im to made his literary debut. 


AN INTERNATIONAL QUESTION. 


AMERICANS SUE SWISS OFFICIALS FOR FALSE 
IMPRISONMENT. 

Bryn, Switzerland, Jan. 4.—An interna- 
tional law sult of interest to a number of 
American families is shortly to be commenced 
inthis city. The Americans directly inter- 
ested are Emile Edwin Kauf, watch merchant 
of Wilmington, Del.; George Munford, stu- 
dent of New York; Charles Edward Coates, 
student, Baltimore, Md.; Charles Griffith, a 
millowner of Wilmington, Del., and Louis 
Baker, a Superintendent, also of W Umuington. 
Ihese gentiemen have brought suit against 
the Canton of Berne, claiming heavy dan- 
ages under somewhat peculiar circum- 
stances. They were traveling in switzerland 
in August, 1889, tosee the sights. On Aug. 8 
the entire party was upon the polut of enter- 
ing a rallroad train in this city bound for the 
Oberland when they were confronted by a 
corporal of gendarmes named Uhiman, who 
demanded to see thelr passports and asked 
them a number of questions as to their iden- 
tity, business, etc. Not being satisfied with 
the explanations furnished, Corporal Uhl 
man informed them that they must con- 
sider themselves under arrest. The cor- 
poral was laboring under the impres- 

“sion that the Americans were a gang of 
pickpockets who haa been doing a 
thriving business in Switzerland. He 
marched the prisoners on to the town prison 
and lockedthemup. The Americans placed 
themselves in communication with the near- 
est United States Consul, who put the fall 
power of the machinery of his office in opera- 
tion, but wos not able to soften the hearts of 
the officials of Berne. He then appealed to 
tu the United States Minister, but the Amer- 
icans had spent five days in prison before 
they were released. Corporal Uhiman and 
a host of otner herne officials came there 
endhumbliy begged their forgiveness. 

White with race and mad with ruffled dig- 
nity they refused to accept the apologies. 
They claimed that the food which they had 
been forced to eat whillr in prison was unfit 
for the meanest kind of yellow dogs. So they 
have brought this suit. The opinion is ex- 
pressed here thatthe tribunal before which 
the suit will be tried will certainly decide 
that the law of individual liberty has been 
Violated. 


DAVITT TO THE TIMES.“ 
CASTLE AFFAIR CALLS OUT A 
SHARP LETTER. 

Lonpown, Jan. 4.—The explosion at Dublin 
Castle has brought-out many theoriegto ac- 
count forthe affair. The Conservative or- 
guns as a rule have placed the responsibility 
uponthe shoukiers of the leaders ofthe 
‘Physical Force’’ party, and this has had 
the effect of drawing from Mr.Michael Davitt 
& letter which he sent tothe Times for publi- 
cation. Inthisletter Mr. Davitt protests 
that itis cowardly for the Times to insinuate 
thatthe explosion might be traced to his 
mend, Ford. Mr. Davitt says it is more 
probable, as the Times’ friend Pigott is dead, 
that that paper has another agent to preach 
the gospel of dynamite, as Pigott did the 
e0speloftforgery. Mr. Davitt also suggests 
that the explosion was due toone of the Gov- 
ernment menials, who caused it with the ob- 
jectof influencing the coming election in 
Kosendale, to fil the vacancy caused by the 
e‘evation of Lord Hartington, now fhe Duke 
Of Devonshire, to the House of Lords.

THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 


FRENCH RETALIATION MEETING POOR SUCCESS 
—THE KAISER'S REALM. 


Beri, Jan. 4.—The French Government 
is too late wying to kill the Dreibunds Zoll- 
Verein by commercial alllance with various 
J.uropean States, The overtures made from 
Yaris to Sweden, Denmark, Greece and Italy 
are perfectly known in Berlin. These over- 
tures till now have resulted in nothing fur- 
ther than an agreement with Greece and 
Denmark, both these allies of Russia getting 
the minimum French tariff in exchange for 
**favored nation’’ treatment to France. The 
negotiations for atreaty with Italy have in 
the meantime ceased, and ft is not likely that 
they will be renewed. With Sweden France 
stands a better chance.

FERDINAND’S FUNERAL. 


ROYALTY IN ATTENDANCE AT THE CEREMONIES 
BRITISH TOPICS. 

Loxpox, Jan. 4.—The Prince of Wales and 
the Duke of Connaught were present to day 
at the funeral of the late Prince Victor Ferdl- 
nand of Hohenlohe, Count of Gleichen, 
nephew of Queen Victoria, who died on Dec. 
81 from cancer, complicated by an agtack of 
influenza. The funeral ceremonies took place 
at Sunningdale, near Windsor. Sir 
Henry Ponsonby, Queen Victoria’s 
private secretary represented Her 
Majesty, carrying a large wreath of flowers 
sent by the Queen. Emperor William of Ger- 
many, the ex-Empress Frederick, Prince 
Christian, Prince Henry of Battenberg, and 
the Marquis of Lorne were also represented 
at the funeral. The band of the Coldstream 
Guards played funeral marches outside the 
church at Sunningdale while the service over 
the remains of the Prince Hohenlohe was in 
progress. N 


SOLEMN REQUIEM MASS FOR DOM PEDRO. 

Lox box, Jan. 4.—A solemn requiem mass 
was celebtated to-day at the Chapel Royal, 
St. James, this city, for the repose of the soul 
of the late Dom Pedro, ex-Emperor of Brazil. 
The Brazilian Minister and the staff of the 
Brazilian Legation were present. At the 
close of the religious ceremonies, a message 
of condolence was forwarded to the Countess 
D’ Eu, daughter of Dom Pedro. 

The United States Minister, Hon. Robert T. 
Lincoln, and Mr. Henry White, first Secretary 
of the United States Legation, attended the 
memorial services. Many other members of 
the diplomatic corps anda large number of 
court officers were also in attendance. 


MEASURES OF RELIEF. 


LOANS TO PEASANTS MADE AT LOW 
ADULTERATED FLOUR. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, Jan. 4.—In several prov- 
inces of the empire the Zemstvos or dis- 
trict assemblies have decided to issue loans 
at low rates of interest. The measure is de- 
signed for the relief of famine-stricken peas- 


ants to prevent their selling or pawning their 
tools ang farming implements. 

It is reported that the flour recently 
bought by the municipal authorities which 
was found to be adulterated and totally unfit 
for use, was originally intended for export, 
and if ic had not been for the decree prohibit- 
ing the exportation of flour, the fraud ‘might 
never have been discovered. A thousand 
wagon loads of corn which was sold by a 
large exporting firm to the town of Samara 
has been found to be similerly aduiterated.

THE GARZA REVOLT. 


Secretly Abetted by Prominent Men at 
3 the Mexican Capital. 


ITS AIM I8 TO RID THE REPUBLIC OF 
PRESIDENT DIAZ. 


The Country on the Eve ef a Revolution 
for the Restoration ofthe Constitution 
of 1857—The Clerical Party Behind the 
Border Rebel—Garza Now Surrounded 
by Troops. 


City oF Mexico, Jan. 4.—When a few 
months ago vague reports of Garzaand his 
manifestos began to reach the public ear, 
the movement was met with ridicule on every 
side. Now, however, circumstances have 
changed, and even the most conservative 
person who is acquainted with Mexican af- 
fairs will hardly dare to deny that the situa- 
tion in Mexico is becoming serious. Even 
leaving the Garza revolt out of the question 
entirely, the aspectis stillthreatening. Far 
sighted men who are well posted on Mexican 
affairs, men whose business requires them to 
keep them in thorough touch with all national 
events, have for months past held this 
opinion. It is well known that there exists 
in Mexico a strong undercurrent of feeling in 
opposition to the Diaz administration, and 
it is a feeling that is constantly growing. It 
would de difficult at the present moment 
to ascribe this feeling to any one cause. 
There is mot the slightest doubt but what 
President Diag has given to Mexicothe only 
stable government she hasever had. His 
adm finistration has been characterized by 
wise legislation and almost phenomenal pros- 
perity. Capital has literly poured into the 
country. Her mines have been developed, 
railroads bulltand equipped and industrial 
enterprises of all kinds have flourished. Why, 
then, it might be asked, shouid there be rev- 
olutionary feeling, any dissatisfaction 
against the administration? 

THE CAUSE. 

There are several answers to this query. 
As stated before, this opposition arises 
from different causes, each of which has its 
adherents. There are two great political 
parties in Mexico, the Liberals, of which 
Diaz is the head, and the church party or 
Conservatives. Thechurch party has long 
been in the minority, but as is generally sup- 
posed, they are constantly watching for an 
opportunity, even though it should be a re- 
course to arms, by which they may 
return to power. The church party 
is, therefore, regarded as a constant 
menace to Mexico’s peaceand prosperity, it 
being supposed that they would join in with 
any movement by means of which they 
would secure control in governmental affairs. 
Advocates of this view have a strong argu- 
ment in the fact that the church party joined 
in with Maximilian at the time of the French 
intervention against the Juarez or Liberal 
Government. 

A second cause for dissatisfaction is the 
following: Mexico is go under the 
constitution adopt in 1807, with some 
amendments. Under this constitution the 
President was entitled to hold office for four 
years, becoming ineligible for the re-election 
at the expiration of the term. President 
Diaz’ first accession to the presidency was 
under the provisions of this constitution,and, 
therefore, after the close ofthe term he was 
succeeded by Gen. Gonzales, After Gon- 
zales’ term had expired, Diaz was ro- 
elected to serve from 1884 to 
1888. Before the close of his second 
term the constitution was amended tocon- 
form to that of the United States, which 
allows the Presidentto be re-elected for an 
indefinite number of terms. Under this 
amendment Diaz was again re-elected. 


Now in the United States this is all very 


well. We have a free vallot and the people 
are educated in its use. No administration 
can stand for a second term, even, except by 
a majority vote of the people. In Mexico, 
however, the powers of the President are 
much more extensive than in the United 
States. He has almost complete control of 
the election machinery of the country, which 
is com plicated and little understood or made 
use of by the masses. Thus President Diaz 
has the power to perpetuate himself in office 
for life. 

Mexico, in common with other countries 
having a republican form of government, 
numbers among her citizens many aspiring 
statesmen, bDrilliant and able men, not 
a few of whom are ambitious for 
presidential honors, and this class together 
with their respective followers are vigorously 
opposed to Diaz monopolizing the Presidency, 
in tis manner, and are beginning to inti- 
mate in plain language that it is time to give 
some oneelsea show. his feeling is not 
confined to any one locality, but is general 
throughout the republic. Diaz is now near- 
ing the close of his third term as President 
and in 1892, being the year of the Presidentia 
election he will, unless some strong revolu- 
Sonne movement prevents, be re-elected 
fora fourth term. here are several other 
minor causesfor dissatisfaction against the 
Diaz administration, yet the two principal 
ones have been described in the foregoing. 

THE PRESENT REVOLT. 

Now as to the present revolutionary move- 
ment on the border, itis easy to trace it di- 
rectly to one of the above-mentioned causes, 
Garta has proclaimed for the restoration of 
the constitution of 1857, prohibiting the Pres- 
ident from holding office for more than one 
term in succession. This, coming as it does 
just before a presidential election, is signifi- 
cant. It means simply that somebody other 
than Diaz wants to be president. This some- 
body not only wants to be president, but is 
ready and willing to fight for it, knowing 
that his ambition can be satisfied in no other 
way. But revolutions Cost money. Yes, but 
the presidency is a prize for which men 
wit sacrifice much; and among the 
principal aspirants are several men of im- 
mense wealth. For instance, ex- President 
Gonzales, who ts jealous of Diaz’ success, 18 
longing to serve his country for another 
torm. His wealth is estimated at ,000, 000, 
and it is safe to say that he would be willing 
to exchange a fraction of this for. another 
term in the President's chair. It is known 
that Garza is well supplied with money. His 
agents are circulating throughout the north- 
ern portions of Mexico, and fresh recruits 
are Nocking to his standard every day. These 
men are generally all well armed end well 
mounted; Large sales ofarms and ammuni- 
tion have been made in all the important 
towns along the border. It is, therefore, but 
reasonable to suppose that this somebody 
who Wants to be president to succeed Diag is 
furnishing Garza with the sinews of war. 

This revolt is not localin its character or 
causes. Itis spreading over the Northern 
States. In the city of Juarez and in Chihuahua 
there are many of Garza’s sympathizers an 

isans. Gargais an able leader, as has 

nh proven. He is, however, only the nom 
inal head of the movement. e der 
must ed for among some of the better 
known, ablerand wealthier classes of Meni 
can politicians and statesmen.

LEGISLATORS. 


EACH SIDE 


Laylin’s Caucus Election as Speaker Was 
a Foraker Defeat— Wire Pulling Active 


Will Decide the Senatorial Fight on 
Wednesday. 


COLUMBUS, Jan. 4.—The combatant forces 
wearied with the desperate struggle last 

week have slept and rested on their arms 
two nights and one day and this morning 
they were up with the dawn ready to renew 
the conflict. Pickets have been thrown out 
and the main forces stand face to face in line 
of battle. All around the theater of war are 
anxious lookers on, votaries of one side or the 
other, anxiously wishing and waiting for the 
final result. The mass ot these non-com- 
batant spectators, shout for their favorite 
while in the camp, but aside 
with a friend they speak their real 
convictions. The general drift of frank ex- 
pression by the coolest of these bystanders, 
no matter what their preference, is, that 
since the announcement of the vote in the 
caucus last Saturday afternoon the prestige 
is with Sherman. Forty-sevén votes on joint 
ballot are barely sufficient to make the cau- 
cus choice of Senator. Sherman needs only 
to get allthe votes that Laylin got in the 
House on Saturday and nine more in the 
Senate to make up his required forty-seven. 

It has been admitted allalong by the For- 
aker legions that Sherman hada majority in 
the Senate. He, or rather his spokesmen, 
claim fifteen sure for him in that body. Ifhe 
should fall short three of these votes, then he 
would need but thirty-five of the thirty- 
eight votes given to Laylin to bring up his 
vote to the necessary forty-seven. 

Foraker claims that six of his supporters 
voted for Laylin. Before the caucus his ad- 
herents said three would vote for Laylin.

No admission is ma de that three 
It is the 
bellef of the shrewdest observers that the 
crossing lines in Saturday’s caucus was made 
by three and three, and, therefore, that vote 
was a fair criterion of how the vote of the 
House will stand in the Senatorial caucus. 

THE DOUBTFUL MEN. 

Since midnight Senator Rawlings of Clark 
County, who has been doubtful, declared for 
Sherman. Porter, one of the doubtful men 
from Cuyahoga County, had an hour’s in- 
terview with Sherman on Saturday night, 
and Pudney, another Cuyahoga doubtful, has 
an appointment for an interview 
with the old Senator to-day. Por- 
ter on Saturday night after his 
interview escaped and has remained in 
seclusion ever since. Both are still non- 
committal, but both are claimed by the For- 
aker party. Senator Sampson of Belmont 
County ts reticent as an oyster to the public, 
but Senator Sherman says he has assurances 
that Lampson will vote for him, but he does 
not say these assurances were received per- 
sonally from Lampson himself. He has all 
along been claimed by the friends of Sherman 
and Lampson has been chosen Speaker pro 
tem of the Senate and there are enough Sher- 
man men in the Senate to dominate this 
choice and it does not seem likely that they 
would confer this compliment on an anti- 
Sherman man. 

Seven men remain non-committal,bdut after 
the organization of the two houses all motive 
for reserve will be out of the way, and we 
may expect to hear a definite avowal from 
them. This may. be expected not later than 
to-morrow. 

The caucus for Senator may be held to- 
morrow, and it may be postponed still later. 
A prompt, smooth organization of the two 
houses Will hasten the time. 

Dicks of Hamilton County, who says he will 
vote for Foster, and Welsh of Knox, who has 
declared for McKinley, are so far among the 
uncertain quantities. The Foraker party 
does not count on them, but the Sherman 
party expect to get the votes of both if they 
should be needed to determine the chodice. 
The victory is not so definitely assured that 
either party can afford to be careless, Each 
side will have all it can doto hold its forces 
in line through the final decisive struggle. 


THE LABOR VOTE. 

Strong attempts are being made * the 
Foraker men generally to induce the labor 
organizations throughout the State to declare 
for Foraker and against Sherman. The State 
Trades and Labor Assembly meets in this 
city to-morrow, and preparations are being 
made to secure an indorsement from that 
organization in favor of ex-Gov. Foraker. 
The Sherman men have heard of this rumor 
and are making prompt efforts to checkmate 
the Foraker plans. 

Col. H. V. Benton, the veteran Washington 
journalist, ina long lettergpublishedjon the 
first page of the Columbia Journal to day, re- 
views Senator Sherman’s extensive political 
record, and maintains that his action on che 
Chinese and other subjects has shown that 
he has always been the recognized friend of 
American laboring men and a protector ot 
their interests. 

A little excitement was occasioned this 
morning by the claim of some of the Foraker 
people that the Sherman forces were endeav- 
oring to secure the vote of Representative 
Putney of Cleveland through the influence of 
Hon. Chauncey Depew, who, th said, Had 
consented to take a hand in fight for 
Senator Sherman. It was discovered that 
this mean that Mr. Putney would be de- 

rived of bis position as at-

BOSTON WOOL MARKET. 


American Fleece Being Supplanted by the 


Australian Product, 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 4.—The attention of 

the Boston wool market the past week has 
been chiefly devoted to Australian wool, 
which is selling almost as fast as it arrives. 
The inroad of Australian into American fleece 
this year is a very serious matter, and there 
are not wanting those who prophecy that do- 
mestic washed fleeces have a hopeless future, 
Certain it is that none of the manufacturers 
that used to use Australian have abandoned 
it, and the number of those who do use it is 
increasing. 
imported to-day which were supposed to be 
unsuitable forthe American market, and are 
being very largely used. The inquiry this 
week has centered about these, and domestic 
wool has received very little attentfon. The 
stocks of wool on hand at the close of the 
— are pretty well concentrated in the 
arger markets. The country is generally 
being pretty well cleaned up. The dull and 
dragging year, however, has had its effects and 
the stocks on handin the large cities are de- 
cidedly larger than they were last year, 80 
much so as to cause some little depression. 
Prices, however, are unchanged from last 
week’s range on every grade of wool and as 
far as Western unwashed wools are con- 
cerned dealers speak generally hopefully of 
the future. 

It must be a poor year indeed, that will 
present a more gloomy record than 1891. The 
manufacturing situation is in a mixed condl- 
tion. Clothing manufacturers have never 
been so reluctant to look at goods and the 
opening of heavy weights has been again 
and again postponed, the result being that 
many of the mills have-been giving some of 
their help rather extended Christmas holli- 
days. The dress goods milis are in admirable 
condition, well sold up and running full time. 
They have been the mainstay of the market 
this past year and there seems no reason why 
their support may not be fully counted upon. 

The cassimere mills cannot be counted 
upon with any great degree of regularity. 
The large Sterling mills will probably use 
their usual@uota, but the little fellows, es- 
pecially those that have not the facilities for 
quickly changing styles, will probably have 
ahardtime. The coming season, if present 
indications amount to anything, bids likely 
to call tor medium and coarse rather than 
fine wool.

HOW A SECRET “CITIZENS’ 


Policemen Charged With Making Raids to 
Foster the Scare—Funds Ran Low and 
the Greif’s Hall Affair Followed— Ten- 
nessee Convict Miners Returned—Elgin 
Watchmakers May Strike. 


CuicaGco, III., Jan. 4.—Strange stories are 
current about the recent police raid at Greit’s. 
Hall, It is told that because of the refusal 
of wealthy members of a secret association 


h | to expend more money forthe ‘‘suppression 


of anarchy,’’ the police—or certain fixtures . 
in the department—proposed to show the 
subscribers tothe secret fund that soclal 
revolutionists’’ are not yet dead. 

In an long interview with a prominent 
citizen, an attorney of great prominence, 
whose Clients are among the wealthy class, 
it is alleged that shortly after the Haymarket 
riot in May, 1986, three meetings of capital - 
ists and business men were called through 
secret invitations, at which were subscribed 
sums aggregafing $115,000, with pledges for 
an annual fund of $100,000. It was agreed 
that this money should be spent in suppress- 
ing anarchy and that no specific statement of 
receipts or expenditures should be made by 
the committee controlling the fund. The in- 
terview continues: 

Throughout the years that followed until 
last October we have all responded to the as- 
sessments of the Finance Committee of the 
Citizens’ movement. The latter part of the 
month of last October a general meeting was 
held and the Finance Committee was present 
ina body. No one knew why the body was 
called. When we were assembled the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee made a 
speech. He said there was $57,650 in the treas- 
ury. The committee had not expended any 
money for a year, believing that anarchy 
was dead in Chicago, but during the last few > 
days hehad been approached bya certain 
police officer, who declared that the ‘Reds’ 
were about to break forth again. The po- 
liceman had demanded money. 

The committee refused to give it. The 
committee asked the sanction of the subscrib- 
ers and it was freely granted. The fact that 
a policeman had demanded money set three 
or four of us to thinking, and we, notwith- 
standing our agreement, began to make in- 
quiries. We learned that during the years 
following the Haymarket riot there had been 
two police funds—that guaranteed by thecity 
and one furnished by the citizens. From this 
latter fund, which had ranged from $50,000 to 
$140,000 annnally, there had been drawn every 
dollar subscribed, except that of the last 
year. A few days before the raid of Greit’s 
Halla demand for money hag been made. 
The committee refused to advance another 


penny. 

‘*fThe Finance Committee callead another 
meeting immediately after the raid, There 
was no disguising of charges. That the raid 
was directly or indirectly instituted for the 
purpose of inspiring the men who had sub- 
scribed tothe fund with the idea that the 
‘reds’ were again ‘on the war-path’ was set 
forth. We told the committee to balance its 
books, make a pro-rata division of the funds 
stin held by it and render a report of all 
money received and expended. The com- 
mittee had anticipated us and had the report 
prepared. Itshowed that $487,000 had been 
expended,.’’ . .

HE WAS WANTED FOR RAISING CHECKS 
IN PIKE COUNTY, ILL. 


When the Officers Located Him at 822 
Chouteau Avenue He Locked Him- 
self in a Closet, and When the Closet 
Door Was Forced He Shot Himself— 
Story of His Crimea. 


A. P. Patton, a fugitive from justece, shot 
and Killed himself in his room at 822 
Chouteau avenue at 11 o’clock' this

WHAT WILL THE GOVERNOR DO! 

If Gov. Frawnots, following the advice 
of Col: BroapHwaD, refuses to call an ex- 
tra session, and undertakes to provide for 
an additional Missouri elector by dividing 
the State into seventeen new electoral dis- 


im doing so, reverse the constructioh put 
upon secs. 2,358 and 2,359 by two preced- 
ing Democratic administrations. 

In doing so he will attempt to exercise 
an abrogated authority conferred by the 
statute of 1885, and will disregard the re- 
pealing statute of 1864. He will thus send 
Missouri’s seventeen electoral votes to 
Washington stamped as illegal by the 
decisions of two preceding Governors, 
B. Gratz Brown and T. T. CRITTENDEN, 
both lawyers, and two Attorney-Generals 
of Democratic State Administrations. 

Those two sections in the Revised Stat - 
utes of 1889 are verbatim transcripts of 
secs. 12 and 18 in the General Statutes of 
1865 and presented the same question to 
Gov: Brown that is now presented to 
Gov. FRANors, and when the State be- 
came entitled to additional electors under 
the census of 1870 Gov. Brown presented 
officially to Attorney-General A. J. 
Bakr the following questions: 

Under the laws of the State, in view of the 
failure of the General Assembly to apportion 
the State, in what manner are the additional 
electors to be chosen? Can they be elected at 
large? If not, how are the districts to be des- 
ignated? 4 

The official answer of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral was as follows: 

1. '**Can they (the additional electors) be 
elected at large? The law (sec. 12).only 
authorizes the election of two electors at 
large, and the Constitution of the United 
States, sec, 1, art. 2, declares each State 
shall appoint, in such manner as the Legis- 
lature thereof may direct, a number of elec- 
tors equal to the whole number of Senators 
and Representatives to which the State may 
be entitled in Congress. As theLegislature 
thereof may direct, is the manner in which 
the electors must be appointed. Our Legis - 
lature has directed that two electors only 
shall be chosen by the State at large, so that 
to the guestion propounded I must give a 
negative answer. 

2. It not, ho are the districts to be des- 
ignated?’’ 

Acursory examination of secs. 12 and 13 
would lead to the opinion thatthe Governor 
should name the electoral districts. This is, 


sec.12 is taken from an act passed in 1864, which 
repeals all acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
therewith. Sec. 13 is taken from a prior act 
(1835) and is inconsistent with the provisions 
of sec. 12 in this: 

1. Sec. 12 provides that the electoral dis- 
tricts shall be the same asthe congressional 
districts, and this section requires the 
electoral districts to correspond therewith. 
Itis impossible for you to sodistrict the 
State under the provisions of sec. 18 as to co- 
incide with the requirements of sec. 12. 

2. The two sections are inconsistent in this 
other particular: Sec. 16 provides that the 
Governor shall make the number of elec- 
toral districts to correspond with the entire 
number of electors to which the State is en- 
titled, while sec. 1? requires that two of the 
electors shall be chosen from the State at 
large. 

Iam therefore of the opinion that the act 
of 1864 repealed that partof the act of 1835 
which is incorporated into the General 
Statutes as sec. 18 of chap. 8, and that you 
have no authority to lay ot the State into 
electoral districts. This can only be done 
by the General Assembly. They may either 
district the State or provide the election of 
the additional number at large. 

Gov. BROWN would have gladly avoided 


calling that extra session, but he called it, 
and Missouri’s electoral voteswere unques- 
tioned. Again when thecensus of 1880, 
and the failure of the Legislature to redis- 
trict the State under it, presented the same 
question to Gov. CRITTENDEN, he too felt 
constrained to callan extra session, when 
he would have avoided itif he could. He 
and his Attorney-General, aftera thorough 
study of the question, accepted the decis- 
ion of a former edministration as thecor- 
rect interpretation of the State law on the 
subject. 

These two decisions may not be concla- 
sively binding upon Gov. FRANo!s, but 
they will be cited in Congress as the set- 
tled official interpretation of our State 
laws by our State officers, and we are un- 
willing to believe that he will imperil the 
counting of our electoral votes or impose 
on the Democratic House the alternative 
of rejecting them as illegal or of counting 
them for a Democratic President with an 
ineffaceable brand of illegality placed upon 
them by two Democratic State administra- 
tions. 


THe opinion of Attorney-General 
BAK deciares that the Governor can- 
not divide the State into seventeen new 
electoral districts, because the statute 
delegating that power to him was repéaled 
by a later law, which is stillin force. The 
opinion of Attorney-General Woop has 
apparently not been asked, and ifit should 
be it is not probable that he would reverse 
that of his predecessor, which is based 
a sound reasoning, Until he does, 
however, the Governor will surely accept 
this official intérpretation of the law as 
followed by two former Governors in 
preference to unofficial counsel.

The Dynamite Was Either Placed on a 
Window Sill or Thrown There, and 
When It Exploded It Caused a Wreck— 
Frank Beck, an Employe at the Bakery, 

‘Injured, But Not Seriously. 


The bakery and confectionery conducted 
by Henry J. Miller at 801.and 303 South Fourth 
street was partly wrecked this morning de- 
tween 6 and 7 o’clock by dynamite 
or some other powerful explosive.. The 
explosion was a terrific one and shook that 
and adjoining buildings. The report was 
heard for several blocks around on all sides, 
and created much excitementin the imme- 
diate neighborhood. Though it was still dark 
at the time, a crowd soon collected and an 
investigation was made without any loss 
of time, Louls H. Mohr, one 
of the attaches of the dining-room,ran out to 
the bakery in the rear of the restaurant and 
found Frank Beck, a baker, lying on the floor 
bleeding from cuts on his head and face. He 
was badly frightened*and was trembling 
from head to foot. The shop presented a 
scene of wreck and ruin. The windows were 
all broken, and the tables, Goor, flour bins 
and dough troughs were covered with 
plaster, broken glass and fragments of wood. 
An examination showed that the dynamiter 
had either placed or thrown the 
explosive on the sill of the. window 
in the west end of the shop. The whole win- 
dow, casement and all, was blown through’the 
shop, and a hole, about two feet square, was

made in the brick wall under the sill. The 
police came on the scene early, and picked 
up several pieces of glass covered with some 
black substance that smelled like giant 
powder. 
IN A BOTTLE. 

There were pieces of soda-water bottles, 
indicating that the dynamite thrower had 
placed the explosive in the bottle. Back of 
the bakery is a narrow walk, and west of 
this is a brick wall, about four feet high, 
separating the property occupied by 
Miller from the boarding-house at 
410 Clark avenue conducted by Mrs. Griffiths. 
The narrow alley-way opens on Clark avenue, 
but when Mohr went to investigate he found 
the gate justas it had been left the night be- 
fore. He then concluded that the miscreant 
who had thrown the.explosive must have 
tossed it over the wall from Mrs, Griffith’s 
house. 

BECK’S STATEMENT. . 

A physician was called and Beck’s wounds 
were dressed. His scalp was cut and lacer- 
ated from the broken glass and bits of wood, 
but aside from this he was not 
hurt to any extent. After the in- 

uries were bandaged he recovered 

rom the shock and made a statement‘ 
to the police. He sald: I was the only per- 
son in the bake shop at the time and I was 
working in the middle ofthe room. My two 
partners, Mr. Schnurer and another baker 
were dus at 6o’clock, but they were late, and 
for that reason were not on nd when the 
explosion happened. Idid not hear anyone 
in the alleyway back of the shop, in fact, 
heard no noise until the explosion. It shook 
the shop, and as you see almost knocked 
the place inside out. I was thrown 
down on the floor and at first 
I thought I was badly hurt, There wasa 
rumbling noise in my head which lasted a 
long time. Ihave no idea who could have 
aone this work. I believe, though, that who- 
ever did it intended to kill myself and the 
other bakers. When this explosion happened 
the room was filled with a gas or smoke that. 
smelled just like the powder used for blasting 
stone in quarries,’’ 

NWO TROUBLE WITH UNIONS.

POLICE CLEWS. 

The police went to work on the with 
an 2 as soon as the report was given to 
Capt. Young of the Central District. De- 
tectives Danaher. and Schoppe were put to 
work and they struck a clew early in the day. 
but up to a late hour this afternoon had made 
no arrests, They founda big collection of 
letters written by a baker named Frank Max 
Sanger, who was r in the employ of 
Mr. Miller. He was discharged some time 
last May by Chas. urer, Mr. Miller’s 
foreman, because his work did not suit. 
Another thing that brought about his 
removal was jhis usiy temper and disposition 
to make threats. e also worked, it ap, 
pears, for Adam Heinrelman a baker and 
confectioner at 514 South Fou h street. He 
was discharged there also. When he left 
both places he told his acquaintances that he 
had been badly served all around, and, 
it claimed, that he made 
to punish his imaginary 
He seemed to think that Heinzel- 
man, Miller, Frank Beck, the young baker 
who was injured in this morning’s explosion, 
r Stresk, a barber in that neighborhood, 
and Joseph Kipel, a cook at the Southern, 
had all contributed to his downfall. The fol- 
lowing are some of the letters Sanger matied 
to Dr. Hinchey of Fourth and Plum streets,

Miss Mary Forst, a young lady in Heinzle- 
mann’sstore,received the following commun- 
ication from New Orleans, dated Nov, 29:

You must 
tell me why I should be ashamed of myself; if you 
can — that I committed anything bad, please do 
80; if not, you are a Har. 

The last letter received by Heinzlemann on 
Dec. 8 shows that Sanger was growing flerce.

Chief Harrigan Refuses to Give Him 


{| SLYE THEN DEOLARES THAT HE, WILL 


PROVE AN ALIBI,

The Train Robber’s Approaches to the 
Chief and How They Were Met—What 
Slye Has to Say for Himself—Identified 
as the Post Office Robber—On the Track 
of the Gang. 


Adelbert D. Slye, the Giendaie train jyob- 
ber, is trying to come to terms with the St. 
Louls police. He has opened negotiations 
with Chief Harrigan looking towards a full 
confession of his share in the Frisco hold-up 
of the night of Nov. 30, last, and is evidently 
willing to tell the story with full details, in- 
clding the names of all his associates in the 
affair, and the way in which the bold band 
of safe-blowers and train robbers was organ- 
ized and did its work. 

He has not yet told thestory, nor has he 
acknowledged directly that he was impli- 
cated in the Glendale train robbery or m any 
of the st. Louls safe burglaries, save by his 
overtures for peaceto Chief Harrigan, He 
is evidently cool enough to avoid actually 
criminating himself unless he can gain some- 
thing by it personally. But despite this re 
fusal to acknowledge oeutright that 
he is the man who took 
such a prominent part in those 
affairs, Slye now stands with hands up,“ 
ready to confess and give away the whole 
thing to Chief Harrigan. He took this posi- 
tion late yesterday evening. 

5 REFUSED TERMS. 

When he did go an unpleasant surprise 
awaited him. Chief Harrigan was ready to 
hear all he had to say, but refused point 
blank to offer him any terms“ for the con- 
fession. This unexpected refusal of the Chief 
to entertain Slye’s overtures was couched in 
language that sent the train-robbing heart 
away down in his boots. 

There is no necessity for coming to your 
terms, Slye,’’ said Chief Harrigan. ‘‘We 
know the story exactly as you would tell it— 
the straight story—and we know who was in 
it with you. Whether it will do you any good 
to tell the story under the circumstances, you 
must decide for yourself. You may get fifty 
years, you may get twenty-five years, you 
may only get ten years, for your part in the 
business, but with that I have nothing to do, 
and do not propose to dicker with you 
about it. ‘ 

Following this plain statement from Chief 
Harrigan, which promptly answe Slye’s 
first ‘*give-away’”’ proposition, the hereto- 
fore cool and self-possessed train-robber got 
dismayed and nonplussed. Until that 
moment he had plainly believed that he held 
the age’’ In the situation as it stand at pres- 
ent, and that it depended upon himself alone 
to make advantageous terms with the police 
based on his confession, After a brief and 
melancholy reverie over the sudden ‘‘hitch’’ 
in his plan of campaign,Slye ventured a care- 
ful question as to what would probably be 
done with him if he failed to make terms and 
tella straight story. Then he got another 
dash of cold water from the Chief. 

Look here,’’ said Ohief Harrigan re- 
sponding to the ‘‘feeler’’ put out by the dis- 
appointed train- robber, you kept me 
‘guessing’ on this piece of work for some 
little time, Slye. Now you can do the ‘guess- 
ing’ as to what the results of it will be to 
you. I’m not ‘guessing’ any longer. Nor is 
there any necessity for our making terms 
with you to get your story. That's the posi- 
tion of affairs just now.“ 

SURE OF THE OTHERS. 

Then in another moment the Chief returned 
an encouraging statement to Slye. Whether 
or not it encouraged him to a very marked 
extent is. an exceedingly open question, 
but it was a significant admission fur the 
careful St. Louis Chief to make at this criti- 
cal stage of the game in the Glendale case. 
It certainly indicated marked confidence in 
the result of the next few moves tn the game. 

It ts rather a blue pros , Slye, I must ac- 
knowledge, was Chief Harrigan’s comment 
on the failure of Slye’soverture for terms. 
But I'll tell you one thing for your comfort. 
In a few days we'll have your companions 
here with you, and then you can all console 
one another.’’ 

And with that significant comment, the 
‘‘give-away’’ interview between Slye and 
Chiefs Marrigan and Desmond terminated. 
It left einthe following bad box: He has 
been pofitively identified as the man who ac- 
com pa ed Hedspeth to buy the furniture for 
the howe No. 4244 Swan avenue; as one of 
the pa of fourmen andone woman who 
lived atvthat number up to the nightof the 
Glendale train gS see as the man who

Immediately following this episode this 
morning Slye stated to Chief Desmond that 
he would like to writea letter to his wife at 
St. Joseph. He was given the use of the 
Chief’s desk and wrote for some time, begin- 
ning his letter with the date 1891. 

„ forgot we were in the new year,’’ he 
said, laughingly, when he called attention to 
his own break. it's 1892, ain't it? Well, 
I’m excusable, I guess. 

The letter was mailed by the 2 and 
Slye once more went to his cell. Was de- 
—— and unusually quiet in manner dur- 

ng most of the time spent in Chief Des- 
mond’s office. 
SLYE THE POST-OFFICE ROBBER. 

Yesterday Siye was positively identified by 
Robert Fox as the man who stopped him at 
the corner of Jefferson and Chouteau avenues 
on the night of Nov. 24 and witha drawn re- 
volver at his head forced himto witness the 
**cracking’’ of the safe of Post-office Station 
C, located on that corner, Fox lives on 
Chouteau avenue between Ohio and Jeffer- 
son avenue and onthe night in question was 
going home, when he was suddenly halted by 
asmall man who, after a few words of or- 
— conversation, drew a pistol and said 


coolly : 

‘Now, Mr. Night Watchman, I' show you 
how we do our work, since you're so g°s 

Despite Fox’s protestations that he was 
nota night watchman, he was forced to en- 
ter the Post-office station where he saw three 
men ‘‘drilling’’ the safe. He was ced 
with hisface tothe wall, but heard the ex- 
oes when the safe was blown open, and 

hen the ‘‘little man’’ who had taken him in 
laughingly explained how the work was 
done and let him go. Thestory was told to 
the police nextday. When Fox was brought 
before Slye yesterday in Chief Harrigan s 
office he was asked ithe knew the man; he 
said: ‘‘Ido. He is the little fellow who heid 
the pistol tomy head while the Post- 
safe was robbed.’’ He tnen told the story 
— and Slye laughed at it and said at the 
close: It was amusing, wasn’t it?’’ Slye 
made noattempt to deny t story. 

Fox was then excused and Chiefs Harrigan 
and Desmond were closeted with Slye for half 
an hour. When this interview was ended 
Chief Harrigan announced that Siye had 
weakened. Both Harrigan and Desmond ap- 
peared 3 pleased with the result ot 
yesterday’s confidential chat with the train 
robber, and itis evident that Slye has aban- 
doned all effort to prevent or deny the proofs 
of his connection with the St. Louls safe bur- 
giaries and the Glendale train robbery.

Whisky Not Intended as u Protection 
to Consungers—The Obliteration of Rey 
enue Stamps, However, Held by ths 
Court to Be an Offense. 


An important decision was rendered by 
Judge Thayer of the United States District 
Court this morning in the case of John Bar. 
denheier, the Market street liquor dealer, 
chargod with altering revenue stamps on hig 
the 
whisky. The defendant had demurred to 
both counts of the information and the court 
to-day overruled the demurrer on the first 
count and sustained it as to the second. The 
attorneys forthe defense had claimed that 
the altering of stamps and Inspection marx; 
by obliterating and making -iliegible their 
dates was no offense under the law, but 
Judge Thayer says thatitis. He says: 

A stamp or inspection mark is changed or altered 
from its former condition when a portion of it is 0. 
literated or rendered illegible, as well as when some 
part of the stamp is erased and something else ty 
substituted in neu ef the part erased. The cams 
conclusion follows when the purpose of the law is 
considered. Inspection marks and stamps are re- 
quired to be placed on casks and packages of (j.- 
tilled spirits to enable the Government to readily 
trace the origin and history of each cask, and this 
effectually prevent frauds upon the revenue 1 
system is elaborate, and, as a whole, was « 
framed that each package night tell its own story 
where it was made, when it was mad@and if the tax 
thereon has been paid. It would be nearly or quite ag 
mischievous to permit dealers to obliterate a portion 
ofa government inspection mark or stamp from 
barreis of distilled spirits as it would be to permit a 
falsification of such marks. 

The demurer to this count was therefore 
overruled. : 

; WATER NOT INCLUDED. 

The second count was based on the provis- 
ion imposing a penalty on one who ‘‘fraudu- 
lently uses any cash or package having any 
inspection mark or stamp, for the purpose of 
selling other spirits, or spirits of quantity or 
quality different fromthe spirits previously 
inspected, therein. The court interprets 
this clause as follows: 

The fraud in this clause intended is evidentiv « 
fraud upon the Government to be effected by putting 
into a cask after it has been inspected or stamped, 
other spirit, either of the same ora different quali- 
ty that wer ot shervin at the time of such luspec- 
tion or stamping. It is apparent that Congress was 
1 for the protection of the revenue rather 
than for the prevention of merely private wrongs. It 
intended to prevent frauds on the revenue that 
might be perpetrated by filling barrels that bad been 
Inspected or stamped with other spirits after ihe 
origina} contents had been wholly of partly with- 

rawn. 


The Judge then saysthat it had not been 
charged in the information that the ailege4 
adulterations were with other spirits,and that 
it might have been done with water, and he 
adds, in substance, that adulteration with 
wateris no adulteration at all, under the 
law, since no wrong was done to the Gov- 
ernment.’’ 

This count was therefore quashed by the 
court. 

The specific charge against Mr. Bardenheſer 
as regards weakening his whisky was that he 
sold some to George Autenrieth marked 105 
proof when it was only 102, having heen 
adulterated or weakened to that extent, and 
that he did it with the intention to defraud 
Mr. Autenrieth, Judge Thayer decides that 
Mr. Bardenheier cannot be tried for the of- 
fense under the internal revenue laws.

Appeal for Help Issued by Countess 
Tolstoi at Moscow. 


HE FAMINE A CATASTROPHE BEYOND 
COMPARISON. 


mn Fears of the Czar Government Officials 


Endeavor to Conceal the True Condi- | 


tion of the People—A Russian Travel- 
er's Statement— There Is Great Dis- 


tress in Many Districts. 


New York, Jan. 4.—The cables from St. 
petersburg state that the Ozar is not pleased 
with the efforts made among officers of the 
army anda few Government officials to les- 
sen the horror of the famine, which has 
seized upon the people in 80 large a part of 
mne empire. The resultof this is that offi- 
clals in the famine-stricken districts are en- 
deavoring to conceal the true condition of 
the starving millions, and any attempt to 
forward appeals tothe Ozar and send out 
men to foreign lands is prevented as far as 


possible. 8 
The December nymber of Free Russia, the 
monthly publication of the friends of Russian 
Freedom, states that the famous Count 
Tolstol, his great-hearted wife, with their 
sons and daughters, have given up the pleas - 
ant leisure of their country home and are 
now In the famine-stricken districts of Rus- 
sia, Saving from starvation people who, but 
for their efforts and the — contributions 
of friends, would in all proba * perish. 
trom Moscow the Countess Tolstoi has 
issued an appeal which will be read with 
world-wide interest. As translated from the 
Russkaya Vyedomosti (Russian Gazette) her letter 
runs as follows: — 
Sir: My whole family has broken 
help in various parts of the country. husband, 
Count Lyov Tolstol, is at present with our fwo 
daughters in the Dankov District, trying to arrange 
the largest possible number of free soup kitchens or, 
asthe peasants have named them, Care for Ur- 
phous.’ My two elde sons, who serve in the 5 
(ross, are actively helping in the Chernski Dis- 
trict, and my younger on has gone to the Province 
of Samara to open soup kitchens there as far as his 


means allow. 

Unt, im sucha great need as this, individual per- 
den can do nothing. And yet overs day that we 
spend in a warm house, every mouthful that we eat, 
seems to reproach us with the thought that in this 
very moment some one is dying of hunger. All of us 
who live here in Moscow in luxury and cannot bear 
to see the slightest pain suffered by our own 
ebildren—how should we endure the sight of the 
desperate or stupefied mothers looking on while 
their chidren die of yo and cold! 

i quote from a letter that my daughter has writ- 
ten to me from the Dankov district. referring to the 
soup kitchens which the local land owners have 


opened: 

1 have been In two of them. In one when I 
entered a lot of children were sitting at a table. each 
with a piece of bread and eating soup. Severs! old 
women were standing aud waiting their turn. I 
talked with one of them. The poor things ere kept 
alive simply by these free dinners: they have abso- 
jutety nothing at home, so they have no breakfast. 
They receive two meals a day at the kitchen, and the 
cost of this, fuel included, is from 96 kopecks to one 
rouble, 30 kopecks a month for each person.’

Count Tolstol has also addressed a long 
communication. He describes the famine as 
‘‘a catastrophe beyond comparison, worse 
than any flood, and beyond comparison more 
general. Ihe failure of crops, he goes on to 
say, has extended over a full third of Rus- 
sia, and that third is just the most fertile part 
of the country; itis the part upon which the 
remaining two-thirds have always depended 
for sustenance. In the second place, the 
harvest has failed also in the neighboring 
countries. In the third place, there are not. 
and cannot be, in Russia this year any stores 
fold corn, as there were, for instance, in 
the famine year of 1840.“ 

Since Count Tolstol’s letter was written it 
has been shown that there isa deficiency of 
corn tn Russia to the extent of 765,000,000 
bushels.

the way of relief are given in the current 
number of Free Russia. The Government, 
rays that publication, being avowedly una- 
Lieto meet the emergency, has rmitted 
public subscriptions. ut it insists upon 
having absolute control over both the collec- 
tion and distribution of relief funds. All 
combination for purposes of relief, unless 
specially authorized, is strictly prohibited, 
and only individual philanthropy is tolerated. 

Every Russian can make an appeal to 
public charity in his own name and collect 
funds. Hundreds of Russians—authors, edi 
tors, Clergymen, whose names or positions 
carry weight—have availed themselves of 
this privilege. But two persons are not 
aiiowed to make such an appeal in their col- 
lective names, and would lay themselves 
pon to prosecution on the charge of form- 
ing an illegal associatiog.’ ureaucracy 
must meddie n everything and the Russian 
public has no confidence whatever in any 
thing which is managed by the bureaucracy.

Mary B. Hutchinson Crushed to 
Death at Benton.

from her hands and rolled out on the tracks. 
Unmindful of the approaching train she 
jumped down on the tracks to recover 
her property.

The 
funeral arrangements have not yet Deen 
made.

Councilman Wm. T. Anderson, who lives at 
Benton Station, in speaking this morning of 
the accident there last n ght, said: It is 
absolutely necessary for the rallroad 
company to make a change in 
the depot there. As it is now 
there is a shed on the north side of the tracks 
which is not nearly large enough to hold all 
the people who get on at that point. The 
train going tothe city comes down on fhe 
south track so that to get to it the passengers 
must cross both tracks to get on the train as 
the rules are that passengers must enter the 
car from the right hand side facing the 
engine. The people, often a hundred ata 
time, wait in that shed and around it 
until they see the train coming, 
then they run across ahead of it to get to the 
other side so as to get on. They can’t wait 
until it stops and then go around behind, as 
the train does not stop long enough, and in 
bad weather they cannot wait on the side 
across the tracks without shelter. All danger 
and difficulties can be avoided by putting M4 
a decent-sized station building on the sout 
side of the tracks. Then the 1 — can take 
their time about crossing and eady on the 
right side when the train comes. 

Mr. Anderson and several others interested 
have been to see the railroad officials on the 
subject and will try to have a new station put 
up at the proper piace.

JOSEPH ARATA BROUGHT BACK. 
He Is Wanted Here for Swindling Jew- 
elry Firms. 


Joseph Arata, alias Diamond Joe“ ar- 
rived over the Iron Mountain Railroad yester- 
day at7:30a. m. Joe came to this city in 
charge of Detective Fitzgerald from Texar- 
kana, Tex. He is wanted here on a charge of 
swindling the jewelry firms of Wilde 4 Bros.

Detective Fitzgerald found him in a pawn 
shop trying to sel! some of the 
jewelry. Hetriedto bribe the officers but 
failing, begged permission to return after 


his overcoat. Once inside he drew a 
revolver and defied arrest but finally 
weakened and surrendered. He engaged a 


lawyer named Marx to secure a writ of 
habeas corpus, but he was not successful. 


He gave the detective a deal of trouble 
on the way. 

Arata, it will be remembered, was 
shot and dangerously wotnded in

DECISION REVERSED.

WASHINGTOS, D. C., Jan. 4.—In the Su- 
preme Court of the United States to-day Jus- 
tice Brown announced the decision of 
the court reversing the decision of 
the Circuit Court for the Southern 
te aa | of Illinois in the case of the Wiggins 

rry Oo., appellant against the Ohio & 
Missiesippt Railrcad Co., to compel the latter 
to pay toil for ferrage across the Mississippi 
River, between East St. Louis and BI 
Island, under an old contract, although 
the railroad company had given uP the use 
ofthe ferry and was using a bridge. The 
contract was made in 1858 for ninety-nine 
years between the ferry company and the 
railroad company, of which the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi became the assignee. The railroad 
company, after it obtained use of the bridge, 
refused to pay tolls to the ferry company 
and the Oircuit Court of the United States for 
the Southern District of Iliinois decided in its 
favor in a suit brought by the Ferry Co. The 
decision of the Supreme Court to-day re- 
verses this holding and remands the cause 
for a further proceeding. 


BOY D-THAYER. 


No Decision Rendered by the Supreme 
Court To- Day. a 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.— The Boyd- 
Thayer case, involving the question of the 
citizenship of Boyd and as a 
consequence his eligibility to the 
office of Governor of Nebraska to 
which he was elected, was not. decided 
by the United States Supreme Court to-day. 
An inquiry into the matter develops the

WENT UP IN SMOKE. 


The Allison Obear Glass Works in East 
St. Louis Burned Down. 

THE PLANT WAS NEW AND THE 1086 18 
ESTIMATED AT $50,000.

A Number of People Will Be Thrown Out 
of Employment by the Fire—A New 
Market to be Very Probably Estab- 
lished Across the River—Belleville 
News. ; 


Fire destroyed the Allison-Obear Glass 
Works in East St. Louis this forenoon. The 
fire started at 9:45,and by noon everything 
combustible about the place had been de- 
stroyed. Christ Coyn, Superintendent of the 
packing department, discovered the blaze, 
which originated in the office, and attempted 
to send an alarm to the Fire Department, but 
was unable to do so,as the only means of 
connection with the police—the telephone 
line—was cut off by the fire. He could 
get to the instrument, but the flames 
had already mounted to the ceiling of the 
office and burned the wires. It was almost 
11 o’clock when the first information of the 
fire was received at the police station. An 
officer, was on his beat, saw the flames 
from a distance and telephoned to 
headquarters, but by that time the fire was 
beginning to subside. Nevertheless the reels 
were sent out and began throwing water on 
the ruins, but were too late to save any 


property. It is supposed that the fire 
started from the stove in the 
office. As. soon as it was discovered 


a general alarm was given through the es- 
tablishment, and an effort was made by the 
employes to subdue k, but tts headway 
was already too great to be controlled. 
Within an hour after the dis- 
covery was made the works were in 
ruins, only the brick and fronwork remaining 
in position. The works were all in one large 
building, which was of wood, constructed 
about a large brick chimney 90 feet high, 80 
feet in circumference at the base and 
26 feet at the top. Th is chimney stands unin- 
juried. Immeatately west ofand connecting 
it are the anneating ovens, which are also 
standing, though slightly damaged. 
The giass- works were among 
the new mannfacturing institutions in East 
St. Louls. Their construction was com 
menced about the same time that work on 
the Malleable Iron Works began but they 
were finished about twomonths ago. The 
works were located at the junc- 
tion of the Air Line and Beit Rallway 
across the tracks from the Malleable Iron 
Works and about one anda half miles from 
the bridge. On the l4th of last October they 
were put in operation for the first time. 
About 100 men and twenty-five boys were em- 

oyed and ven steady work. Last 

hursday night the works were shut down 
for New Yearand on starting up again this 
morning. Several Officials. of the Allison- 
Obear Glass Co, were found at the 
scene of the fire by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter. They were rather 
gloomy at the untimely — of their 
plant, which was one ot the best built and 
most substantial in the country, and which 
had deen fairly in Operation a very short 
time. However, they were doing the best 
they could to make all the saving possible. 
and watched the work of the firemen closely 
to see no water was thrown on the chimney 
or annealing ovens, which in their heated 
condition would have deen ruined by sudden 
cooling. According totheir statements the 
damage caused by the fire will amount to 
about $50,000. This amount represents the 
original cost ofthe plant. Whatever saving 
is made on the chimney and ovens will be 
offset by the loss on material and manufac- 
tured stock. The works manufactured only 
small bottles. known as druggists’ prescrip-

tion ware. The bottles in the 

the material on hand were orth about 
$12,000. This amount includes $4,000 worth of 
soda ash. 


The property was well insured in com- 
panies represented in St. Louis in the Mark 
ham Agency. Bulidings, furnaces, machinery 
and stock were protected by policies aggre- 
gating $40,000. Of this amount $15,000 was on 
the buildings, $10,000 on furnaces and ovens, 
$9,000 on stock, "$i, 000 on boiler and $5,000 on 
other machinery. The plant will be rebuilt 
immediately.

WILLIAM A, HARGADINE DEAD. 
| Sudden Demise of a Well-Known Citizen 
- of St. Louis. 


William A. Bargadine, one of the foremost 
citizens of st. Louls, died at an early hour) 
this morning of apoplexy at his residence, 
No. 2787 Locust street, For two or three days 
Mr. Hargardine had been suffering from a 
severe cold, but had practically recovered 
from it yesterday. Lastevening he was in 


his customary good spiritsand went to bed 


about 11 o’clock without cOmplaining of feel- 
ing unwell. About 4:300’clock this morning 
Mrs. Hargardine was aroused by her bus- 
pand’s labored breathing. and suspecting 


Wm. A. Hargadine, 
that he was ill, sent for such members of the 
family as were near by. 
the time they arrived Mr. 
gadine was dead. He did 
speak to any one In his 


last moments and seemed entirely un- 
conscious of all that was going on around 
him. His physicians state that his death was 
due entirely to apoplexy and was in no way 
provoked by the mild symptoms of grip 
which annoyed him for a day or two. 

Mr. Hargadine would have been 70 years of 
age on next Wednesday, Jan 
ing been born in 1822. on 
Alexander farm near Frederica, Del., 
where his parents resided. His education 
was such as is usually given to boys raised on 
a farm and his early life was unmarked by 
anything save hard work und industry. In 
184 he came tost. Louis and work as a 
store clerk and succeeded in getting a post- 
tionin the wholesale dry goods house of 
Orow, McOreery & Co. which was then down 
in the,neighborhood of Main street. He 
worked as a clerk and salesman until 1849, 
when he was admitted to partnership 
inthe establishment. From that time for- 
ward he was the life of the establishment 
and did more to make it what it is to-day 
than any other single individual connected 
with it. During the existance of the firm 
now known as the Hargadine-McKictrick Dry 
Goods Co,, the name has been changed sev- 
eral times. The establishment now is 
locatedon Washington avenue and Eighth 
street, ina magnificent building of granite
